Unsexed Horses Will Be Ineligible 
to Start In Kentucky Derby. 



Manag^er Winn Makes Im])ortant 
Announcement Regarding^ 
Famous Kentucky Race. 



I><iiiisvill<-, Ky.. ♦». — will Ik- Inirri-d 

fniiii IIh' Kentucky IhTliy. Such is the word received 
from t'<il. M.-itt Winn, nnin.-iKer of t'hureliill Downs, 
wliere the liistork-iil Keiitiiek.v race is run each 
year. Tliis means that Hill.v Kelly, winner of the 
Flas'.i and I'nited States Hotel Stakes and eoneeded 
liy e,sstern critics to li.ive a strong claim on the 
juvenile cltani|>ionshi|), will la* Imrred from tlie fa- 
niou- ra<-»" that annu.ill.v attracts thousands of rac- 
ing «’iithusiasts to the I*owns. 

Manager Winn’s reason for taking this step is 
that the government lussls thoroughbred stallions 
in great numls-rs for the liriH-ding of militar.v hors«*s 
and tliat the onl.v Ava.v to im-ct tliat iice<I is to make 
the gchling of tlioroiighhred stallions hy breeilers 
c.iid owners whosa- i:it«‘rest in tlioroughbnsl pro- 
duction and in racing is purel.v commercial uiii>rofit- 
abh- h.v limiting the inmilK-r of rac»-s in wiiicli the 
geldings ma.v take part on ac.v terms whatever. 

"If the JtH-kc.v flnhs ami racing assordations that 
control the race tracks of K<oitm-k.v and the east 
had not taken the initiative in tliis work of dis- 
couraging the gelding of thoroughbred horses, the 
gov<-rnment woidd h;iv«- intervened,” said t’olomd 
Winn, in discussing his decision to make ttiis radical 
change in the c<mditions of the Di-rb.v. “The new 
IMisition of leadership in which Anierican participn- 
ti<iii in the great war has thrust the I'nited States, 
imis>s<-s u|>on us the obligation of maintaining a 
gn'at militar.v establishment. To maintain a truly 
efficn-iit military establishiiient the government 
must have horses b.v tlx- hiimlnsls of thousands and 
horses of the right sort.

"Militarj' <iiiinion evcr.vwh«-re has d*>cided that 
the onl.v trul.v ellicient military horse is the thor- 
ougld>red grade. To get thoroughlinol gr.ades in 
s»-rvi<s-able liiimiMTs the tJoverunient must have at 
its <lis|M>sal a vast nmniter of good thorougldired 
stallhms. I'rohabl.v as maii.v as K.tMKI or DMKX) are 
nsiuirisl. The rennmnt sc>rvic** is calling for them 
cvei.v da.v. and individual bre«*ders an- resiHUiding 
to thes«- calls handsomely. IJnt thes<- individual 
<-outril>utions an- a men- drop in the bucket. The 
raciiig associations must systejuatically and tluir- 
oiighly <-url; the indiscriminate practice of dis<iuali- 
fyiiig by tlie gelding i»r<K-ess of thoroughhretl stal- 
lions for this (tovcruuient work. The only way is 
to m.-ike tlie utisex(-d horse useless as a moue.v 
maker. This is iiion- than a mere duty; it is a 
s«d"mn obligation, llaciug in the Uniti-<1 States i.j 
no longer a mere siiort. It is no longer a men- 
niedinm for gambling. It must henceforth lie n-- 
ganii-d as an ess«-ntial factor in -our gn-at scheme 
of national defense. ISy voluntarily mt-«-ting its 
obligations and resiionsibilities it will insun- its 
own pcnnanency and win for itself a popularity 
greater than it has ever had in the i>ast. 

“We may liave to do more than merel.v esclude 
geldings fnmi such gn-at races as the Kentuck.v and 
lattonia Ih-rb.vs, the I’reakness and the Belmont to 
make sun- the production of a sufficient number of 
thoroughbred stallions fur this indis|>eusable niili- 
t.ir.v work. It is within the Isiunds of possibilit.v 
that the uns<-yi-d horse may ultiniatel.v lie excluded 
fnmi all ra<s-s not of the selling-plate variety. 
But if we do this we will not lx- doing as much us 
the countries of continental Eiiroix- have Ix-en doing 
these sixt.v or s«-veut.v years. In France and Ger- 
iiiaii.v no thoroughbn-d stallion is gelded until a 
Government veterinary condemns him as us*-l--ss.”

— Willis Sharpe Kil- 
mer’s elianipion two-year-old of last year, Sun 
Briar, a sou of Snndridge — Swe*-t Briar, made *a 
liid for the tliree-year-old crown this afternoon in 
a fine victory in the mile Ih-laware Ilandii-ap. 
worth $2.li7.'i whi*-li lie aecoiinte*! for from 

some sterling oiiixisitioii and r*-*-ord*-d the fastest 
time for the distaiu-e ever made in this country 
by ruuning it in 1:30%. 

This siiiiplants tlie l:;i0i/t, the .\mi-rieaii r«-*-ord. 
made hy Amalfi over the Syracuse track S*-pteniber 
13, 1914, during the mix«-d meeting In-ld that year 
under the auspices «if the New York State Fair As- 
sociation. Amalfi carried the colors of R. T. Wilson. 
liresid*-nt of tlie Saratoga Ass*x-iatiou und had 
up 107 iMiumls. The Syracuse track was hard as 
flint, having he*-n used exclusively for harness 
horses for years and tixlay’s race is iinieh tlie 
Ix-tter nerfomiaiiee from every viewiioint. Sun 
Briar, in this afternoon’s ra»-e, earrie«i 113 ixninds, 
practically even weiglits with the top imtiosts. t-on- 
sideriug the weiglit-for-a*e scale, und he left n«»t 
a parth-le of itMim for doiiht as to his sn|x-riority 
over those In- met, for In- stissl the early fast pace 
in resolute style with the leaders w*mrie*l, he ra*-e*l 
hy them in easy style to win well in hand from the 
fast coming Mitlway, with Motor Cop histing it out 
to overhaul the earl.v i)a*-emaker. Old Kix-uig. 

The latter displa.ved trememhius speed for three- 
quarters and kept his followers liard at their task 
and. for a ix-riinl, thr*-atein-d to In- the winner, but 
wlieu finally straightein-*! for the stretch rai-iiig. 
he displ.-iyed distn-ss signals and, when hard ridden, 
finally sucenmlx-d. Sun Briar rae*-<l forwardly from 
the start and only during a liri«-_f spaet- in the str*-teh 
did Knapp seem to lose <-oiifidein-*-.

OTHER GOOD ONES IN ROSS STABLE 



Trainer Bedwel! Declares He Has a Half Dozen For- 
eign -Bred Youngsters That Can Beat Canso.

Saratoga, X. Y’., August 6 . — The vk-tory of ('om- 
maiider J. K. !-• Koss’ imixirteil filly thinso, on 
Frida.v, marked the first suet-ess for any of iiis im- 
ixirted stix-k. This daughter of Ix-mberg — Wife 
of Bath, ran stieli an impressive ract- tlmt friends 
of tlie (-omiiHMlore fhx-ked around liim, offering 
i-ongratiilatioiis as the filly canten-d a mile in 
1:38 *f., with ll-"> jxinuds in the saddle. 

Trainer Guy Bedwell was more tlian pleased witli 
tin- n-sult of tlie race, and in conversation said he 
liad seven iiiuxirtisl horses in tlie bam and that 
(’anso was not nearly as promising as some of the 
others. 

“I don’t know but what all the others I have in 
the imiKirted section of the stable can beat her,” 
said he. "That is saying a whole lot, but I really 
lx*lieve the majority of them will show an even 
better ix-rforniauce.” 

If Bedwell’s expectations are gratified lie will 
ct-rtainly have the best string of horses iu this 
country. 

Wliether the record of 1 : 10 % for tlirtx--iiuarters, 
made by Poymelian, -will stand for tlie meeting 
is doubteil by some horsemen and experts, but 
the majority have an Idea that it will, and if the 
time is lowered it will be reduci-d by the same 
horse. Otliers argue that if Koamer ■was sent 

after the threi‘-quartcrs record he could Ix-at it, 
while a few liave a notion tliat Sun Briar may 
turn the tables on Polymelian the next time they 
meet. 

There is no denying tlx- fact that Mr. Kikner’s 
thrcx--year-old ran wliat could he termed a remark- 
able race against I’olynielian. He did not begin any 
too quickly and met with obstmetious during the 
muuiiig. At tlie close of the race he was gaining 
steadily on Polymelian and the general opinion -was 
he Would liave beaten liim had the race been a half 
furlong further. 

Only those in close touch with the Kilmer stable 
Ix-lieved Sun Briar would mu so cueotiragiugly. The 
fact tliat the Suiidridge eolt has reix-atcdly dLsap- 
IKiiuted his trainer in preparation has confimied tlie 
general minor that his ringbones would affect his 
running over a fast track. Whatever his ailments 
they did not seem to delay him in any way iu his 
rei-e-iit race and the eonelusion is now being drawn 
that his ringbones are Ix-eomiug ealloiised with age 
and will not trouble him in short races, though they 
may affect him wlieu asked to go longer routes. 

WILL NOT BE BOTHERED. 

The opiiiiou of one of the best trainers iu this 
section is that Sun Briar xvill not be bothered with 
this ailment. 

“They interfen- with a horse when they are de- 
veloping,” said he, “hut after they are hard and 
ix-rmaueut they are more unsightly than injurious.” 

Should this prove to be the case with Sun Briar, it 
can lx- pn-dicted that he is now coming into his 
own again and will hcnccfortli be a decided factor 
iu races, not only iu sprints, hut iu events over a 
long distance of ground. 

Boilily, Sun Briar never looked Ix-tter than 
he did while parading to the ]M>st iu his rec-eut 
race and, judging from his iierformanee, he will 
have to be reckoned with when he meets War Cloud, 
Jack Hare Jr., Tippity Witchet and others in the 
thrix--year-old division. 

Mr. Kilmer has two strings of horses at tho pres- 
ent time, seven of his baud liuviiig been transferred 
to Simon Ilealj-. Tlie Kilmer establishment is so 
extensive that it ■was a big iKisitiou for one man 
to fill, and Henry McDaniel was no doubt pleased to 
get some of the driftwood off his hands. 

For tho first two days of the meeting here it 
was a ease of dog eat dog among the six-culators. 
Piihlie business was scarce, hence it became a battle 
of wits Ix-twet-ii tlie backer and tlie layer. t)ii Sat- 
nrda.v tin- village filled «p somewhat and there were 
signs of new life everywhere.

THE TEACHER IN ALASKA 



Education in .Alaska is not a matter of text 
books nor an- its Isuieficiaries only children of school 
age. The tem-hers in that far north region must 
have a wide range of knowledge, extending from the 
A B C’s and iigiicultiirul to grading fox skins and 
raising reindeer. They are not czars of swivel 
eliairs who enforce rules with birch rmls. but doc- 
tors. missionaries, parsons, whose duties often neces- 
sifate long dog sledge journeys in Arctic weatlier. 
One teacher. Will II. AVilson, ia charge of the school 
at Ugasliik, in his reiKirt to the Federal Bureau of 
Ediieation, says tliiit in one of his n*llef exp<-di- 
tions, he was forced to spiuid three nights in a 
tent without stove or provisions. “I would have 
lierislied,” he said, “had it not been for the na- 
tives and the dogs. The natives furnished the 
i-oniinoii sense and tlie dogs the lieat.’’ 

So far as tlie young .Maskans are conci'riied, the 
reiMirt of tlie Bureau of Education would indicate 
that work among them has made <-onsiderable pro- 
gress. Their gn-atest advuneement, perhaps, has 
lieen ia the use of Eiiglisli. Some of the teachers 
say that at first it was difficult to get childrt'n 
to sneak English, “liecause the old women of the 
villages ridii-uled them so much.’’ The pupils 
are excellent ia memory work, hut they are usually 
slow in .arithmetic. “They like hygiene and they 
know tlie meaning of germs.” says a proud teacher. 
Boys as well as girls learn to sew. One teacher 
won the gixul will of the district for her seluKil by 
teaebing lier pupils to knit and lielpiiig them to 
niaki' gifts, wbicli were showered nnon the adults at 
Cliristinas time. 

One phase of the teacher’s duties is sliown in a 
re|xirt from the Al:isk;in peninsula. “The medical 
work takes up a great deal of my time,” says the 
sehiMiImaster. “it is hard to refuse to go to tlie 
other villages wli.eii they ask for aid.” RiH-oiiiiting 
liis travels last winter he said tliat he went for 
medicine .770 miles, tisik a child 300 miles for treat- 
ment of a frai-tured leg. made thirty-six trips on 
niedii-al i-alls. covering a distam-e of 1.080 miles 
and went sixty miles to a n-indeer heard to tr<‘:it 
a frozen Imy. Tlie total distaiiis> trnvelli-d on tlies.- 
missions was 2.070 miles. 

Tlie Bureau of Ediiention has undertaken to de- 
velop among tlie natives si-lf-conf and ex- 

perieiKS' in business affairs. It eiieonrages the es- 
tablishment in native villages of en-om-rative mer- 
e.uitil.- stow-s and nian.v of tliesi* enterprises are now 
in siieei-ssfiil iqieration. The auditing of four eoiil- 
paiiies in soiitbeasterii Alask:i slinw(-d tlint they bad 
eondiieted a business of almost $97,(MNI in the past 
j-ear. 

The bureau also is now transacting iH-rsnnal busi- 
ness for file natives tiiroiigli an offiia- at Seattle. 
In this w:iy the.v have Is-eii abb- to sell their furs, 
ivory and wIialelMiiie to tlic highest bidder instead 
of to agents, as in tlie past. 'Flieir sale of furs 
tlmnigli tills source aiiioiiiiled in a year to more 
than $42,(NM1. 

'File r:iisiiig of reindeer lias Ixu-ii esiM-eially i-n- 
i-imr.-iged b.v the bureau. Tlie herds have shown an 
iiK-rease of 20 per cent, notwitlistaiidiiig the fact 
that 13.144 deer were killiHl during tlie .year. What 
tills iiiibistry represents to tiie native Alaskans 
ma.v Im* jiidgiHl from tlie fact tliat, exclusive of the 
meat and hides wliieh they used themselves, tliey 
received from it an iiieome of $97, .715. The bureau 
sees ill the extension of this iiidiistr.v relief for 
hundreds of natives in n-iuote districts “who are 
living ill abjiH-t poverty, uureaclied by civiliziug in- 
fluences.” 



The work of the forces for education among tlie 
natives of Alaska lias pi'rliaps Ihs-ii more marked 
in the last year than ever Is-fore. The older na- 
tives an- Ix'giuning to have a more thorough appre- 
ciation of tlie benefits which an- aeernitig to them. 
Yo;ing Alaska is taking to the new conditions with 
enthusiasm.

BIRD AS AID TO JUSTICE 



Few readers, pnibably, of Mr. Eden riiillpott’s 
“Sam of Sorrow Corner” know that tlie main in- 
cident on whicli tin- plot of the story is based — the 
discovery of the murder of a little girl through the 
finding of some of her hair in a bird’s nest — is 
taken from real life. 

The tragedy hapisuied in IK'vonsliire many years 
ago, but the nieinor.v of it still lingers amongst the 
IM-asaiitry there; and Mr. I’hilliKitts has merely re- 
liroduced the essential details in the form of fic- 
tion. 

Nor is the above the onl.v case where birds li.ave 
unwittingly aided jnstiee. Not many years since 
there o<-enrrisI near Vienna a murder that for dia- 
bolical euiiiiiiig and iiigi'iinity is probably unparal- 
leled in the iininils of crime. Several members of 
a famil.v of agrieiiltiirists named Szenzi died after 
eating mushrooms gathered from their own private 
bed. At first it was considered to lx- a i-ase of 
ordinary ptomaine ixiisoiiing, hut a day or two later 
some fowls that had Ixs-n seratehiiig and iieekiiig 
alxiiit the miisbroom Ix-d also died mysteriously. 
'Fills eoineidema* aronstsl siispieion. and Investigation 
showed that a certain ixiisoiioiis fungus, closel.v 
resembling muslinxmis in aiux-araiice, bad been 
plantisl there. 

Tlie deed was traced to a neighbor named Freiiselii 
whose daughter. I'aiiliiie, was a servant in the 
Szeuzi heiisehold, the oriine liaviiig its origin in a 
love affair Iietwi-eii tlie girl and one of In-r em- 
ployer’s sons. The latter Iiad jilted the girl, and 
her father tixik this niiiqiie and terrible ni)‘tliod 
in order to lx- revengeil for the slight put uixmi his 
daiigliter. 

Fowls also playi-d an imixirtaiit ixirt in securing 
file eoiivietion of aiiotlier ixiisoiier, Richanl Brink- 
ley, wlio murdered two |x-ople in 1907 by giving 
them stout in wbioh he liad previously plaeed a 
quaiitit.v of prussic acid. ’Fbe defeiis*- plendi-d that 
the affair was an accident, but the pniseciitioii 
Iiroved tliat Brinkley bad previously ex|M‘riiiieiited 
on eliiekens with the same ixtison, first dosing the 
birds and lln-ii dissecting their Ixxlies in onler to 
find out tlie effr-ets of the jxii-jon on tln-ir internal 
organs. He was found guilty and diil.v liaiiged. 

.V eanary was the means of tiringiiig to justice 
a Frenchman named Fri-.veinet, who niiirder«‘d his 
sweetheart b.v mixing iiiondiiiie with her coffee. 
Wliile tlie girl was lying iineonscions he plastered 
up the crevices in tlie window with brown pajH-r; 
tin'll he turned the gas full on. niid left tlie room. 
.After a brief interval — too brief, as it turned iHit — 
lie called lier maid, sa.ving he had just n'tiiriied. 
and had found tlie room full of gas, anil “iiiadanie” 
lying on the bi'd. apparentl.T dead. "Slie has csiin- 
iiiitted suicide by ixiisoning herself with isial gas.” 
lie said. “In that ease,” retorted the maid, “it 
is strange that madauie’s eanary is not also dead,” 
and she ixiiiited to tlie bird, wliieli, nitboiigb evi- 
dently distressed, was bopping and fluttering about 
ill its eage iie.-ir the window, which by now Frey- 
einet bad thrown oix'ii. lii a iiiimieiit the murderer 
realized his mistake — a niistii^ie that was presently 
to cost him his life. — Tid Biii.

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GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 



From Paris comes w»ir«l tliat north of tiie V«‘sle 
tin* tiemians have Ih*<*u reimlsed in efforts to dis- 
knlge Frcncli and American units whicli crossitl from 
the soutli hanks. The detcrmiiKHl attacks which the 
ticmians have Is-en deliveriiiB aeainst tlie allied 
advaiic«‘ cuards mirth of the river have failed to 
distnrh the tcmiKirar.v stahlisation of the Vesle 
fnint. The alli<*<l «-ominand is retaininB the initiative 
in these o|ierations. French troops have reaeheil the 
west bank <if the Avn* l>etwe»‘n Brai-hes and Moriscl. 
north of Montdidier, says the official statement 
from the war office today. Much iniportan<-e is at- 
tachml to the o|M-rations along this line. Tliese are 
IMiintisl to as a direct menace to the junction point 
of the amiu*s of Ceneral Von Hutier and frown 
I*rinc<‘ Uupprwlit. Tlii'n* is general agns-nient among 
the niililary <-riti<*s that the Germans will not h»* 
able to remain long in tiie region Is'twwn the Vesle 
and the Aisne, where their iNisition is <-onsider<'d un- 
tenable. “The German (Kisition lietween the two 
riv<‘rs.” sjiys Ix- Journal, “is a critical on«‘, Is'lng 
shallow and swept by the French artillery along 
tlM‘ entire front and at some iKiints on the flanks. 
Its <-oniniuni<-ations are unsafe and it will 1 h- dan- 
gerous for the Germans to make their stand below 
the Aisne instead of going liehiud that river. The 
result would probably be enormous losses for the 
ewmy. The Germans ate trying to bring about 
a quieting down of things in this sector, hut they 
cannot afford to overhsik the fact that their opiMi- 
neiit has something to sa.v as to this. A n-treat is 
more easily Is-gun than ende<t.” The Echo I>e Paris 
la.vs stre.ss U|miii the various signs oliservable of the 
strategi«i|l n-tn-at which the tlermaii high command 
ma.v have in contemplation at various iioints where 
the French arc attacking. It believes the enemy 
is preparing a “relief offensive.” 

From the American iK-adquarters in France comes 
the following: American troops are holding to Fis- 

nies and all other gains notwithstanding terrific ar- 
tillery action by the Germans and in the face of 
••very opiKisition thn-w patrols across the Vesle at 
s«'vcral placc-s. French trooiis to their right and left 
also caliiiy went al>uut the coiiipletion of their 
plans and also movtsl patnds across the river, the 
tJenuaii artillery failing to stop them. In the 
capture of Fismes, American troops took seventeen 
guns. With their crews these weaiwns had been left 
south of the Vesle to enfilade an advance into Fis- 
mes. Some of the artillerymen also were captured. 

A disisitch from Tokyo sa.vs I’remier Count Tc- 
rauchi, in a stateiiu-nt concerning allied action in 
Siberia, said the Japanese government would take 
further military measures in case the iMisition of 
the Cz(H-lio-Slovaks demanded it. The premier also 
indicated that if the chaotic situation in Siberia 
contiiiiHHl the governmeut might find it neis'ssary 
to adiipt suitable military measures to combat the 
Anstrti -German menace in the far east. 

A shower area in the far north that is increasing 
in sia* offers the only promise of relief from the 
ex«-essive heat wave which yesterdav overspread 
the entire eastern half of the country from the 
lower Missouri valley to the Atlantic coast. Kclief 
from tliat source, however, is not in immediate iiros- 
pect. sjiys the weather bureau at Washington. 

Ill fwliiig between the German crown prince and 
Crown Priiu-e Uuppre<-ht of Bavaria had its effect 
ou the German high <-ommand in begiiiuiiig the pres- 
i-ut offensive Ix-twi-en Soissons and Iteims which al- 
reaily has turned into a d<-feat for the armies com- 
manded b 3 ' the heir to tiie German throne, sa.vs a 
dis|>atch of yesterday from Paris. 

Five iK-rsons are dead and mon- than a do»-n were 
prostrated yesterdjiy — the second day of the heat 
wave which has enveloiKsl Chicago since Monday 
afternoon, when the thermometer went to 102 de- 
gr»s-s at 4 p. m. The United States weather bureau 
preilictMl yesterd.-iy “continued high temiieratures 
for tonight and Wetlnesda.v.” 

Intense In-at. <-oupled with a high percentage of 
liiiniidity, caused more thau 100 prostrations among 
the Hog Island sliip.varil workers, who are com- 
IMdbsl t*i work in a broiling sun. About oue-<iuarter 
of the cases were classed as serious. 

A soaking rain fell throughout the iron ranges and 
northern Minnesota, quenching brush and forest 
fires that have been threatening mines and towns 
for several days, says a telegram from Duluth late 
yestcivlay afternoon. 

Four deaths and a score of prostrations resulted 
y«-st«‘rday in New York Cit.v from a <-ontiuuati<iu of 
tile iK-at wave which Monday night drove thousands 
of tenement dwellers to the iiarks and iH'aches for 
relief. 

TIh- tierman guns were active last night in the 
region north of Villers-Bretonueux on the front north- 
east of Amiens, the Britisli war office aunouwed 
yestiTday. The.v threw gas shells into the British 
lines. 

TIm- resignation of John K. Tener as president 
of the National league was nss-ived at New York 
j-esterday at National league headipuirters. 

GERMANY’S FINANCIAL OUTLOOK 



One of the most interesting economic iihases of 
the war is that of German linaiue and its outlook. 
Though the German tJovernmeut dare not reveal its 
true linancial isisitiou. it has had to make piiblic 
<-erl.iiu statements ou n-venues and exiieuditures. 
The Briti.sh Cham-ellor of the E.\clie<iuer recently 
ipioted some of these statements, and the following 
table gives the comparisons needful to grasp their 
meaning:

Since (Germany has taxed almost ever.vthing taxa- 
ble, and has banked for the balam-e uikiii indemni- 
ti«s which it will not get, how can it raise another 
two billions annually? Its trade is wrecked. It is 
short kundn-ds of millions’ wortli of raw materials 
nie-dful to start its peaci- industries going. Its 
maii|Kiwer js cut almost in half. Its vit.-ilit.v is 
cufeebb-d b.v prolonged rationing on a mere life- 
siistriining basis. If Ge’inaiiy has to take second 
place to Hie Allies in getting raw materials for iii- 
I’ustr.v and is thus deprived of o]iiHirtunity for re- 
iu|ieratiug until the other nations are well started, 
its financial problems will not be much better than 
those of Uussia. — Toronto Mail and Expresa.

We luive 
the episode of the caskets and the more imisirtaut 
one of “the pound of flesh.” A parallel story to that 
of I’ortla’s method of deciding on a husband is to 
be found in the work known as “Gesta Koiiian- 
oriim,” publishi-d in 1577 — the “Merchant” was writ- 
ten shortly U-fore ir»9(5— in whicli a princess is to 
select one of three caskets of the same metal and 
bearing virtually the same inscriptions as those qf 
the mistress of Belmont, her choice of the leaden 
vessel determing her fitness to wed an cmiieror’s son. 
The other theme is undoubtedly of eastern origin, 
jKissibl.v influ(-nced even, says one commentator, by 
the legend of Prometheus. It aiqiears in more 
definite form in Italian, the “Pecorone” of Gio- 
vanni Fiorentino, published in 15.58. This novel tells 
till- stor.v of an imiH-cunlous suitor, financeil by a 
wealtlij' Venetian merchant; the bargain struck with 
a Jew in words closely similar to ShakestK-are’s; 
the forfeiting of the bond; the heroine’s interven- 
tion, and even the detail of the ring, extracted as 
payment b.v the supposed lawyer from her hus- 
b:ind. and the subse<|ueiit teasing. Several ballads, 
evideiitl.v derived from Fiorentino, and dealing with 
the saim- legal knot and the same summary cutting 
of it, wen- in circulation for a lime before “The 
Merchant of Venice” apiK-ared. 

“As You Like It” doi-s not owe its existence 
to several sources, but is simply a matter of re- 
telling “Uosalynde: Eu|iliues Golden Legacie,” by 
Thomas Lodge, first published in 1590 with a few 
characters, such as Touchstone and Audrey, intro- 
duced and other renamed. An excellent edition of 
this, with partly modernized siH-lling, is available 
tmla.v. It is a charmingly naif story, recalling 
“Aiicassin and Nicolette” and the ballad of the 
“Nut-brown Maid;” it is told in a simple, childlike 
way, with amusingly suiierfluous explanatory sub- 
headings, frequent lapses into Latin and occasionai 
delightfuily refrcsliing bits of verse, sometimes in 
dialogue. Its literary merit is of an unusually high 
order, particularly because of the atmosphere 
created; its weakness was in the handling of the 
1 ‘lot, which in Sliakesiieare’s grip became much mure 
firm and close-knit. 

“The Taming of the Shrew,” again, is drawn 
from various sources. Two versions, closely allied, 
were extant in Shakesiieare’s time of the incident 
serving for the induction, that of the intoxicated 
tinker, who for a day becomes a prince, only to 
relapse into obscurity; one in Goulard’s “Admir- 
able and Memorable Histories,” the other “The 
Waking Man’s Drc-am;” it is also told in Burton’s 
“Anatomy of Mclauchol.v,” and can be traced as 
far afield as in the Arabian Nights. The play 
proiK*r is an improvement on an old comedy of the 
saim- title, which prii-edi-d Shahesiieare’s and to 
which he probably added touches at the time when 
he gave much attention to the altering of existing 
dramas, before he took to comixising his own. 
He is also iudebt»*d to the “Suiqiositi” of Ariosto, 
which was iK-rformcd in 1.5(»(>; and a tale in verse, 
“a merry jest of a shrewd and curst wife lapjied in 
Morel’s skin for her goiwl behavior,” has vaguely 
the same outline, though without the characteriza- 
tion of the wife which redeems Katherine; and her 
treatment, the fl.iying and wraiedug of the shrew 
in the hide of a liorse, is scarcely as subtle and as 
far-reaching or as fertile in invention as was 
I’etruchio’s manic-r of dealing with his brhle’s 
temiior. 

“t'ymbeliue” is drawn f rom llolinshtd’s “The Ac- 
count of Kymbeliiie, King of Britain,” for histori- 
cal basis; the plot against Imogen, to destroy her 
reput.-ition, is to lie found in many old chronicles, 
notably two romances and one mediaeval play in 
French, and in BiH-caccio’s “Second Day of the 
DtHanicron.” It closely resembles the betrayal of 
Desdeiaona in “Othello,” though this in its broader 
outlines follows still another Italian rc-coutcur. 

I'erhaps enough has In-en said to give a glimpse 
of the extraordinarily wide field and the iugeniuous 
resourcefulness at .Shakesiieare’s command, and 
from which he alone could have prmluced such mag- 
nificent results— Toronto Globe.

PENALIZING PATRIOTISM 



During the past year over 1,300 newsiiaiK-rs and 
IK-riodicals were forced out of existence b.v the high 
cost of paper and production. On top of this comes 
an Increase- in isistal rates ranging from fifty to 
nine- hundreni ja-r cent, according to distance. 
Why did Congre-ss re-vive the antiquated, sectional- 
izing zone system abolished by Abraham Lincoln 
in 1863. and elenounccd by President Wilson when 
Governor of New Jersey and b.v the Postal Investi- 
gating Commission under the leadership of Charles 
E. Hughes in 1911? 

The claim was that it was to assure- the I’ostoflice- 
IK-iiartmcnt “cost of servie-e.” The final result will 
be to dee-rease- revenue, just as the doubling of the 
price of ptistal cards has reelue-ed the ine-ome from 
that source. Tiie incompctcacy of those who drafte-d 
the- “ridt-r” to the- war revenue act of 1917, which 
provlde-d the zone system, is shown in the follouiag 
anomalous e-ondition: A eiuantit.v of newspapers or 

inagazim-s, made up and bille-d through b.v the pub- 
lisiie-r to a imiut we-st of the Mississipiii will, uuder 
the- new law. cost approximately eiglit cents iier 
ceqiy. A single copy of the same p«-riodical dropiieel 
in a stree-t box, colle-cte-d and “worked” through 
tiie- postollice and delivered to the addressee, will 
cost but four ce-nts. 

It is a curious situation when wholesale mailing 
by publications costs double that of a single coiiy 
mailing b.v a iirivate citize-n, particularly when the 
argument for the passage of the one law was simply 
tt> Mjfiirc* “cost of sorvift*.** 

Thus is tlie patriotism of the- press paralyzed 
by the shortsiglited le-gislators. — Leslie’s.
